BERLIN, Feb. 28—A trip over 
the elevated-train escapé route 
from East te West Berlin, used 
daily by a flood of. German refu- 
gees from Communism, is still as 
simple as riding across town on 
a trolley or bus in the United 
States. 

Once a refugee from East Ger- 
many has managed to make his 
way from his home city or village 
to the eastern sector of Berlin, he 
merely has to board the elevated 
(or a subway) for a ride of five 
to 25 minutes, depending at what 
station he gets on. 

This reporter traveled the ele- 
vated-train escape channel west- 
ward yesterday from a point three 
miles deep in the eastern part of 
the city. No one on the train go- 
ing west, or standing on west- 
bound stations platforms, was in- 
terrogated by the people's police. 

This may make the atmosphere 
of East Berlin appear less tense 
than it is. On the contrary, Com- 
munist térror is constantly grow-

The Eager Beavers

They also are answer- 
ing roll calls in generous numbers, The State’s 
bill for the first month of the new Legislature 
may run to $17,000, but absenteeism is down.

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A Gain for Standby Controls 

Senator Capehart's surprising insistence upon 
some sort of standby inflation controls appears 
to be getting somewhere. Although President 
Eisenhower has declared against such legislation, 
the Indiana Republican indicates that top Ad- 

, ministration officials who testified before his 
Banking Committee are now willing to accept 
provision for a 90-day freeze of prices and wages 
in the event of emergency. 

Though Senator Taft still opposes any fdrm 
of standby controls, a change of the Administra- 
tion’s stand might help get a bill passed. We 
hope so. For if a sudden worsening of the world 
situation created another inflationary emergen- 
cy, all experience teaches that a lot of damage 
could be done before Congress swung into action 
to deal with it. 

Mr. Capehart was not in the past considered 
the best friend that price controls ever had. A 
business man himself, the Indiana Republican 
took a cautious view of controls. He was author 
of the Capehart amendment which left a round 
hole in the last controls law. 

Yet now Mr. Capehart, and a bipartisan group 
in the Banking Committee, are backing à bill 
to let the President freeze wages, prices and 
rents for 90 days in case of a new emergency. 
This would give Congress some time, at least, 
to write new controls legislation. 

The Capehart bill represents a realistic view 
of controls, based on the experience of the early 
days of the Korean war. For then it was found 
that the President needed real authority to stop 
inflation, and that Congress needed, if anything, 
much more than 90 days to provide for such 
authority. Meanwhile prices leaped and skit- 
tered. : 

Business men generally now want to end all 
controls, and the Administration has gone along 
with them so far. But the Capehart bill would 
not impose controls. It would only offer an 
insurance policy to be used when needed. Sure- 
ly neither the Administration nor business in- 
terests would expect to write insurance after 
the damage was done. 
: Mr. Benson’s First Peg 

Secretary of Agriculture Benson insists that 
his decision on the support price for butter in 
the coming yéar is not “political.” Perhaps it 
all depends on how you define “political.” 

Anybody who tried to describe the situation 
would have to take into account the fact that 
Secretary Benson spent his first month in office 
making very plain his opposition to high price 
supports in general, and 90 per cent price sup-

“In the first half of the twentieth century, the 
population of 65 and older has doubled in 
centage, but numerically n has increased ee 
times,” she said. “Thus we have far more older 
people than we used to have, but at the same time, 
these old folks are growing younger, in that they 
have better health, more interests, a different 
philosophy of life.” 

But the problem is far from solved, Miss Randall 
points out. In fact, it has become even more com- 
plex. The life span has been prolonged, but what 
has oe — to make life happier for those who - r a a 
are liv onger? ° i , : :

MISS RANDALL BELIEVES in a preventive 
program as well as one of help for those who are 
in the “old age” group now. 

“We have to look ahead for those who are now 
middle-aged. There are several problems involved. 
First of all the individual himself must appreciate 
the fact that he is growing older and must prepare 
himself for that time. Then there must be consid- 
eration of what the elderly person’s place is in 
the family unit. And, of course, there is the whole 
economic program. * 

“This last is one thing we have tackled, but we 
have assumed that to give them money would be 
enough. With the pensions and old age assistance, 
we today don't need to know what being a pauper 
means. And that’s real progress. But we must 
find some way whereby the retired person can 
maintain a living income. Fifty per cent of the 
old people in this country live on less than $2000 
a year. a 

“Just as age should be no single criterion for 
retirement, neither should it be the only criterion 
for employment,” she said. “With special counsel- 
ing, and with community planning, we could place 
one-third again as many older people in the em- 
ployment market as we do today. 

“And even though the fact that they are old 
doesn't necessarily mean they will do a good job, 
it is true that the older person is not so inclined 
to go from one job to another, thereby wasting the 
money spent in training and preparing him.“
